which has recently been completely 
unearthed. 
The Impression, is that' 


the boat was run up into that, re- 
gion by the early Spanish discov- 
erers about Che year 1600, when a 
much larger part of t&e st^te was 
under water than now. Five cannon 
and two mortars and u large num- 
ber of cannon balls were found on 
board. 
The gunboat was found in
